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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-69 are presented for examination. No art rejections remain in the file. 

2. A declaration was filed 14 June 2001 , which the examiner considers to be adequate. 

3. Amendments were filed 14 June 2001 and 2 April 2002 (after a 27 September 2001 
original mailing date. These 2 April 2002 replacing and supplementing the earlier amendment. 
The amendment filed 2 April 2002 is not acceptable set forth below.

1.73(d). Specifically both claims are presented in the amendment in clean form in the 
amendment this is improper, unneeded and confuses processing in the office. 

5. While an appendix's was filed as a markup copy, the copy of claim 8 was clearly a 
markup of the difference from the previous version of claim 8 as previously amended not a 
markup of the differences between the amended version of claim 8 and the version which was 
present in the patent. Please redo the markup in compliance with 37 CFR 1.73(d). 

6. While an attempt was made to show the differences between the amended version of 
claim 18 and the version of the patent, the amended version on line 18 contains "parameter 
[point to]" where the originally patented claim contains "parameter to point to" it appears the 
amended copy should it appears from context as the claim as amended should be "parameter to 
[point to]" please correct in compliance with 37 CFR 1.73(d).
